has coal enongh to Jast for 80,000 | P: 


years. The estimate may be a con- 
siderable way out in either direc- 
tion, The seams may not have 
been all discovered yet. And no- 
‘body knows just how much coal 
will be needed to keep the winter 
fires going a sentury hence. But 
for practical purposes the calcula- 
tion is good enough to go on with. 
A period of three hundred centur- 
jes leaves a good deal of leewa. 
for errors and omissions, the dis- 
covery of new deposits and new 
kinds of fuel, and the increase of 
tion and consumption. The 
nation 4s in ession of a fuel 
supply mofficlent for all time, or 
for as much time as the present 
— need bother about. If 
the course of thirty thousand 
years the race does not find some- 
thing else to burn, our remote 
descendents may have to move to 
the Ne ome or take to dug-outs 
when the freeze-up comes. We 
just cant help that, and need not 
‘worry @bout, it any more than 
about the theory that the sun is 
going to enuff out a few million 
years hence and leave the universe 
in eternal night. 

The thing of immediate and 
practical importance is to get 
enough of inexhaustible store 
of Canadian coal dug out of the 
ground and dumped into the Can- 
adian jbins to keep the nation 
‘warm during the winters’ of the 
present era. On that subject Dr. 
Cameell is less cheerful. In fact 
he seems to have about concluded 
that the thing can’t be done. The 
Dr. is chairman of a committee of 
scientists chartered by the Dom- 
inion Government to find out how 
the central provinces of Canada, 
which have no coal of their own, 
can be provided with their win- 
ter’s fuel from the deposits of coal 
which underlie both ends of the 
Dominion. The committee has a 
report about ready for presenta- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior ' 
But from the summaryyof the con- 
clusion that is given to the press 
neither the Ministry nor the public 
are likely to get much satisfaction 
out of the document. The com- 
mittee can see nothing for it but 
that Ontario and Manitoba must 
continue for many years to import 
a vast but perhaps diminishing 
proportion of their fuel supply 
from Pennsylvania. And even 
that gradual lessening of depend- 
ance upon the U. 8. mines is to be 
achieved only by turning Cana- 
dian bituminous coal into coke, 
and by importing anthracite from 
Wales! In short, the committee 
finds that this 30,000 years’ sup- 
ply of Canadian coal would be of 
more use to ¢entral Canada if it 
-were located in Pennsylvania or 
on the other side of the Atlantic. 

It is to be suspected that if we 
are to get anywhere with this pro- 
ject of filling the Canadian bins 
with Canadian coal the ynatter will 
have to be taken out of the hands 
of the scientists and put in charge 
of men of practical affairs, Every 
time a scientist whose affiliations 
are in the central provinces turns 
his attention to Canadian coal he 
seems to want to do something to 
it other than putting it in the 
stove, and something that would 
prevent any large quantity of it 
ever getting into the stoves and 
ab age of that part of Canada 
which is confronted with a fuel 
searcity. If he does not want to 
coke it he wants to make it into 
briquettes, or put it through some 
other process that would cost 
money and limit the amount of it 
that could be used. Perhaps he is 
sight, from the strictly scientific 
gtand-point. It may be that the 
@oal that is dug out of the Alberta 
mines ought to be coked, or bri- 
quetted, kiln-dried, or sun-cured, 
or par-boiled, or pea-mealed, or 
fussed over in some way or other

to the use of Canadian coal in Can- 
adian homes; nobody but 
can tell, and he doesn’t seem to be 


just 
what amount or kind of - 
ary treatment of the coal would 
satisfy his fastidious mind., 
But meantime the unscientific 
people in this province continue 
to shovel Alberta coal into the 
furnace just as it comes from the 
min, in blissful ignorance that 
they are violating any canons of 
the academic world, And the stuff 
continues to burn and give out 
heat, in any quantity that is desir- 
ed, and to behave itself in every 
way as though it had been made 
specially for use in heating and 
cooking appliances and by some 
one who knew what he was about. 
Maybe all this is wrong, €rom the 
scientific stand-point, but it is a 
mighty satisfac state of af- 
fairs. There is no fuel problem in 
Alberta, and never has been, save 
the problems of getting the min- 
ers to dig enough of it when it is 
needed and that of getting people 
to order it in advance of when 
they will need it. And we really 
do not put it through any fancy 
reliminaries ore we heave it 
into the furnace. We don’t even 
wash it, or look at it through a 
microscope.

On the fire: of 
January, 1786, he began the publiva- 
tion of a emall newspaper, the Daily 
Wniversal Register. which, at the be- 
ginning of 1788, wae re-christened the 
Mmes, Walter himecif at first had 
rather a hard time of it. Deepite 
Milton’e <Areopagitica, and other 
worka in behalf of the liberty of the 
press, the press, in the England of 
that dev, was far from free, and the 
occupation of editor a perilous one, 

3n 1789, the proprietor of the Times 
wae tried for an alleged libel on the 
Duke of York and was eentenred to 
@ fine of 60 pounds, a year’s imprieon- 
ment in New gate, and to stand in tho 
pillory for an hour. Other libels re- 
aullted in an edditional fing, and a 
lengthened term in prison. Neverthe- 
lesw the Times prospered, and when 
John Walter, the second became ite 
manager and editor in 1808, the 
Times entered upon ea period of great 
expansion in ite ciroulation and its In- 
fluence.
